SIR — Rale Rasic is right to 
question the decline of soccer 
in this country over the past 
few years. 

That a great competition 
like the Philips League is 
being allowed to stagnate is 
criminal. 

The Philips League offers 
the only hope for soccer to pro- 
gress in Australia. 

The best players, coaches 
and competition exist within 
it. Some clubs are actively 
promoting the game while the 
majority are going through the 
motions, hoping by some mir- 
acle that crowds will improve 
and soccer will become the 
number one code throughout 
the land. 

This will never happen. 

Soccer is 100 years too late. 
Migrants — first the British 
who, in the early years of this 
century for some’ strange 
reason called the game “‘Bri- 
tish football’, at a time when 
Australian nationalism was 
rampant — and later the post- 
war migrants with their ethnic 
name tags, have alienated the 
game from the mass of native- 
born Australians. This is a 
fact. 
- However, although Austral- 
ian soccer — and let’s start 
promoting that aspect of the 
game — will never become as 
popular as Australian Rules 
football, there is no reason 
why we cannot become a good 
number two. This can be 
achieved only through the 
Philips League. 

This competition is the only 
one out of all the codes of foot- 
ball and other soccer leagues, 
that is capable of progress. 

To do this the Philips 
League must become a profes- 
sional body geared to making a 
profit. It must be self-man- 
aged without interference 
from State Federations, and 
the ASF, althouth it must be 
responsible to that body. 

The league would do well to 
model] itself on the VFL in 
areas of administration, mar- 
keting and promotion. It could 
begin by removing itself from 
State affairs and establish its 
headquarters and secretariat 
in Canberra, 

There is plenty of work for 
such a body to do. An in- 
vestigation needs to be carried 
out into the need or otherwise 
of relegation. Is it necessary, 
or is it detrimental to the 
success of the league? 

A split round should be in- 
troduced for Sydney and Mel- 
bourne clubs.

TV on 
the go 


The Australian Soccer 
Federation's now market- 
ing division has been set 
the most difficult promo- 
tional job in sport — to gain 
general acceptance for 
soccer among an apathetic 
public and the cynical, 
even hostile media. 


It has to achieve what 100 
years of factionalism and 
amateur effort has failed to 
achieve, which is to effectively 
sell the game to the public. 


It has taken 100 years for us 
to at last appoint professionals 
to try and break down the cy- 
nicism, bias and ignorance of 
the media and ingrained public 
apathy. 


The man in charge of the 
marketing operation is Rik 
Booth, head of the Sydney 
based public relations com- 
pany, Underline. 

He will have a $500,000 
budget to spend on the promo- 
tion of soccer next year. 

Half of this money wil! come 
from the ASF and the other 
half from English based sports 
marketing outfit, West Nally. 

There will bea board of six 
directors, most of them top 
brass such as Sir Arthur 
George, Vic Tutting vice presi- 
dent of the ASF and another 
ASF vice president in Michael 
Weinstein. 

These will be the ASF repre- 
sentatives, while the Nally 
group will have three men on 
the board including the big 
wig, Patrick Nally. 

As managing director, 
Booth wil] be responsible to 
the board. He will have the as- 
sistance of a marketing man- 
ager and Clerical staff. 

Booth’s charter is: ‘‘to 
market and promote products 
and all items relevant to 
soccer including | the obtaining 
of sponsorships,” 

According to my ASF 
source, Booth is already able 
to guarantee that all of next 
year’s internationals featuring 
Australia will be televised 
nationally as will the Philips 
league. 

He is also able to guarantee 
that this year’s Phillips Cup 
final will be televised nation- 
ally. 

Booth and his embryo outfit 
were able recently to get a feel 
of the Soccer water when they 
were hurriedly brought in to 
promote the Australia-Eng- 
land game. 

Next season’s World Cup 
preliminaries, followed by the 
Coca-Cola World Youth Cup, 
will be an ideal setting for the 
new marketing outfit to oper- 
ate in.

VSF chairman Michael Weinstein, 
who also is vice president of the ASF, 
spoke out angrily after the proposed 
three-match tour by Chile was called off 
last week. 


“Victoria has no choice but to go it 
alone and organise our own tours to sup- 
plement our income,”’ he said. 

“We are prepared to outlay the money 
and take the risks.”’ 

He had talks with an official of an 
overseas club last week. 

Chile’s three-match visit was called 
off after the ASF calcualated that it 
could lose up to $100,000 on the tour. 

The ASF now is negotiating for a pos- 
sible replacement tour by China’s 
national team, or by a club team from 
Brazil. 

Weinstein, who was chairman of the 
ASF tours committee for about 20 years 
until early this year, said: 

“Tam disturbed about how tours have 
been handled this year. I forecast a loss 
on all the tours organised by the ASF so 
far and unfortunately I was right. 

“I am upset that the arrangements I 


made for a tour by Real Madrid went to 


waste because the ASF blackballed that 
tour, arguing we already were com- 
mitted to Northern Ireland, England, 


Chile and the rest that fell by the waysi- 
de. 

“‘Now we find there may be no more 
tours at all this year. 

*‘China would hardly be a suitable sub- 
stitute. It has no drawing power in 
Australia.”’ 

Weinstein said he was disappointed 
that the ASF chose to abolish its tours 
sub-committee at the last ASF executive 
meeting in May. 

The committee’s duties were ab- 
sorbed into the World Cup sub-com- 
mittee, led by Peter McCann of NSW. 

Weinstein was invited to sit on that 
committee but declined. 

“*T think the concept is ridiculous,’ he 
said. ““‘Tours should have a separate 
committee.” 

He added that part of successful tours 
management was planning well in ad- 
vance, as European countries do. 

‘“*‘We should have national teams and 
clubs lined up two years ahead,”’ he said. 

“If I'd had my way none of the tours 
that have taken place this year, with the 
exception of England's visit, would have 
gone ahead. 

“Instead, I would have brought out 
Real Madrid, Borussia Moenchenglad- 
bach and Liverpool, all of which were 
available.”’

In the local Italian derby, 
played before a good crowd of 
over 6000 spectators, Leich- 
hardt defeated Marconi after 
spending most of the day des- 
perately defending.

Rare insight into soccer 


Eric Batty (ed.), Soccer Coaching: 


Review, by WALTER PLESS 


It is high time that a book 


should appear in Britain, thos 
legitimising, in a way, the Eu- 
repean game and all that it has 
to offer to the British game. 
Among the contributors are 
four of continental Europe's 
mosi successful and respected 
coaches, Hermes Weisweiler, 
Vaclav Jezek, Lajos Baroti 
and Rinus Michels. While 
Weisweiler outlines his basic 
coaching method, which con- 















sists of small groups of players 
working in restricted areas, 
the other three deal with 
whole-team coaching and the 
development of team tactics. 
A basic theme throughout 
the book is the idea that, as 
long as one doesn’t expect too 
much from ordinary players, 
the coaching schemes outlined 
for the highly paid profes- 
sionals can be usefully em- 
ployed by coaches working at 
lower levels. One could argue, 
in fact, that the greatest dif- 
ference between coaching top 
professional teams, as op-

the potential of its methods 
and Shilton because he person- 
ifies the art of goalkeeping. 


Sexton discusses the al- 
ternatives to that perennial 


*feature of the British game, 


the high cross into the penalty 
area, while Greenwood deals 
with the question of balance. 
Most passes and shots that go 
astray do so, he argues, be- 
cause players are unbalanced. 
The improvement of a player’s 
sense of balance should be a 
major priority in coaching. 
The Europeans and South 
Americans have long realised 
this but the British have ig- 
nored it. Greenwood decries 
weight training and advocates 
exercises and routines which 
will improve a player's sense 
of balance. 


Other British contributors 
include Frank Blunstone, who 
deals with basic skills for 
young players and Cyril Lea 
and Fred Street, who deal with 
speed and stamina training 
and the treatment of injuries, 
respectively. The latter, an 
area that all coaches should be 
familiar with, is often neglec- 
ted in coaching manuals. 

The book is highly priced at 
$17.95, but is well worth the 
read. The text is well present- 
ed and lucid, thus satisfac- 
torily overcoming a paucity of 
diagrams. It offers a rare in- 
Sight into the minds of some of 
soccer's great thinkers and it 
should provide lessons for Aus- 
tralian readers, be they play- 
ers, coaches, spectators er ad- 
ministrators

I think 
the playing standards are 
amateurish albeit the grounds 
are not condusive to good foot- 
ball. 

The players lack dedication, 
especially the youngsters 
trying to break though into the 
big time. 

As for coaching there are 
very few good coaches around, 
Anyone can take a group of 
players and make them run 
around the park a few times. 

We need a lot more coaching 
seminars, not only for pros- 
pective- Coaches but also for 
the administrators.
